Life for

O His fate sealed, Williams tearfully told judge he was 
‘indescribably ashamed’ of what he’d done O Victim’s 
family happy that murderer won’t see light of day 


The unprecedented, sadistic crimes of 
convicted sex killer Col. Russell Williams 
have earned him a place among the worst 
criminals Canada has ever seen, court 
heard Thursday as the final chapter in the 
shocking case drew to a close. 

“The depths of the depravity demon¬ 
strated by Russell Williams had no equal,” 
Ontario Superior Court Justice Robert 
Scott said as he sentenced the once-deco- 
rated officer to two concurrent life sen¬ 
tences with no possibility of parole for 25 
years. 

Once destined for senior militaiy com¬ 
mand, the 47-year-old former airbase 
chief, who flew prime ministers on VIP 
flights, is now in Kingston Penitentiaiy, 
home to some of the countiy’s most noto¬ 
rious criminals — including schoolgirl 
killer Paul Bernardo. 

Already branded “the devil” by the 
brother of one of his victims, Williams 
will go down as one of the worst killers in 
Canadian history, said Crown prosecutor 
Lee Burgess. 

“We can all think of a handful of

names and everybody knows those 
names, and he's now on that list,” he said 
outside court. 

The Crown didn’t seek dangerous of¬ 
fender status, however, saying it was “su¬ 
perfluous” given his life sentence and 
would only prolong the suffering of fami¬ 
lies. 

Williams’ dark descent began with a 
string of disturbing fetish break-ins in 
2007 that escalated to sexual assaults and 
culminated in the brutal sex killings of 
Cpl. Marie-France Comeau, 37, and Jessica 
Lloyd, 27.

The Canadian Taxpayers 
Federation is suggesting 
reforms are necessaiy for 
Mayor Peter Kelly and 
council’s remuneration 
system. 

CTF-Atlantic director 
Kevin Lacey said his group 
is suggesting a cross- 
section of municipal 
ratepayers should be con¬ 
vened to determine how 
much the mayor and coun¬ 
cillors take home. 

“(Take) a random sam¬ 
ple, kind of like you would 
for juiy duty, whereby you 
call citizens in, you’d have 
them sit on the 
committee, and then they 
would use their own com¬ 
mon sense over what 
councillors and mayors 
should be paid,” he said. 

Lacey pointed to a 1997 
commission in British Co¬ 
lumbia, where citizens 
were asked to determine 
provincial politicians’ 
salaries. Both the mayor 
and council will receive a 
pay increase in November, 
with Kelly’s salary increas¬ 
ing by 4.04 per cent and a 
1.62 per cent raise for 
councillors. 

“The only way we can 
settle whether or not 
these are fair or not is by 
letting citizens themselves 
make the decisions on 
what these salaries should 
be,” Lacey said.

The president of the 
Haitian Medical 
Association, Claude Sure- 
na, said his unofficial 
count based on 
information from doctors 
and hospitals indicated as 
many as 135 people had 
died. 

Doctors were testing for 
cholera, typhoid and other 
illnesses in the Caribbean 


nation’s deadliest 
outbreak since a Januaiy 
earthquake that killed as 
many as 300,000 people. 

UN official Catherine 
Huck said doctors were 
still awaiting lab results. 

The sick come from 
across the rural Artibonite 
region, which did not ex¬ 
perience significant dam¬ 
age in the Jan. 12 quake.

When NASA blasted a hole 
in the moon last year in 
search of water, scientists 
figured there would be a 
splash. They just didn’t 
know how big. 

Now new results from 
the Hollywood-esque 
moonshot reveal lots of wa¬ 
ter in a crater where the 
sun never shines — 41 gal¬ 
lons of ice and vapour. 

That may not sound like 
much — it’s what a typical 
washing machine uses for a 
load — but it’s almost twice 
as much as researchers had 
initially measured and 
more than they ever expect¬ 
ed to find. 

The estimate represents 
only what scientists can see 
from the debris plume that 


was kicked up from the 
high-speed crash near the 
south pole by a NASA space¬ 
craft on Oct. 9, 2009. 

Proof that the moon is 
not a diy, desolate world of¬ 
fers hope for a possible fu¬ 
ture astronaut outpost 
where water on site could 
be used for drinking or 
making rocket fuel. But the 
scientists’ excitement is 
tempered by the reality 
that there’s no plan to land 
on the moon anytime soon.

(Although several 
other countries, like Ger¬ 
many and Switzerland 
have demonstrated that 
it’s possible to succeed on 
the international market 
even with a strong curren¬ 
cy.) 

But for several western 
countries, the real expla¬ 
nation is to be found else¬ 
where. In the United 
States for example, 
exports make up only 12 
per cent of GDP. Why im¬ 
poverish the population 
for so little? Here’s a hint: 
If tomorrow morning the 
American government 
confiscated every dollar 
held by the entire popula¬ 
tion, it would still need 
$12 trillion more to repay 
all of its debts and honour 
its promises to future re¬ 
tirees, according to David 
Walker, the country’s for¬ 
mer comptroller general. 

The U.S. government is 
carrying a gigantic debt 
that it will never 
reimburse. But why go un¬ 
der when it just needs to 
reduce the value of the 


American dollar by print¬ 
ing a ton of money — 
what the media refer to as 
“quantitative easing” — 
and a portion of its debt 
will disappear as if by 
magic! 

When you reduce the 
value of what you owe, 
you reduce your debt. 

This solution would al¬ 
so help Japan, the most in¬ 
debted country on the 
planet. And Great Britain, 
which is getting bogged 
down in deficits. 

Listening to our leaders, 
you’d think we could 
become richer by being 
poorer, by underselling 
the fruits of our labours. 

And so we have a “cur¬ 
rency war.” But 
underneath this absurd 
rhetoric, another motive 
hides: Several 
governments will try, in 
the coming years, to go 
bankrupt on the sly.

TORONTO. Swing is making 
a comeback and it’s not 
just the infectious rhythm 
and foot-stomping moves 
drawing the crowds.

Last year, for the first time 
since the film series began, 
a Saw feature failed to own 
the box office on Hal¬ 
loween. Funnier still was 
that Saw 6 was one of the 
best entries in the series — 
a deft thriller whose ample 
gore was matched by slick 
directorial style and a wit¬ 
ty, clever script. 

Shame then, that the vi¬ 
ral juggernaut Paranormal 


Activity trumped it on its 
opening weekend, sending 
director (and long time se¬ 
ries editor) Kevin Greutert 
packing. 

But when Greutert got 
the call from Paramount 
pictures to helm Paranor¬ 
mal Activity 2, Saw studio

C lint Eastwood’s 
latest film,

In the film a woman 
has a near death 
experience, beginning her 
walk into a bright light 
surrounded by misty 
figures making a similar 
journey into that great 
goodnight. That’s just the 
most recent cinematic vi¬ 
sion of what happens after 
death, but there are many 
more, some played for 
laughs, sometimes for dra¬ 
ma and now and then for 
comfort. 

In Deconstructing Har¬ 
ry, Woody Allen goes for 
the joke, taking the viewer 
on an elevator ride 
through hell’s nine floors, 
each reserved for a differ¬ 
ent kind of sinner. Best 
line? “Floor 7: the media. 
Sorry, that floor is all filled 
up.” 

Tim Burton also had 
some fun with the afterlife 
in Beetlejuice. Alec 


Baldwin and Geena Davis 
get tips on how to haunt 
their old house in a book 
titled Handbook for the 
Recently Deceased. Best 
line? “We're not complete¬ 
ly helpless, Barbara,” says 
Adam (Baldwin). “I've 
been reading that book 
and there's a word for peo¬ 


ple in our situation: 
ghosts.” 

Taking the hereafter a 
bit more seriously is The 
Rapture which sees Mimi 
Rogers almost reunited 
with her dearly departed 
daughter. This version of 
Heaven is much starker 
than the usual sweetness 


and light paradise seen on 
film; there’s no Pearly 
Gates or fluffy clouds with 
angels snacking on 
Philadelphia Cream 
Cheese. For that version 
check out the opening 
minutes of the classic 
Rodgers and Hammerstein 
musical Carousel. The sto- 


iy of a dead carnival work¬ 
er who asks for 
permission to be sent 
back to earth for one day 
to make amends for mis¬ 
takes he made in life 
starts with a glittering vi¬ 
sion of heaven, complete 
with sparkling stars. Best 
heavenly quote? “Here 
there is no time; this is 
the beginning and the 
end.” 

What Dreams May 
Come, the 1998 film about 
a man who leaves heaven 
to search hell for his wife 
paints heaven as a place 
that, as Roger Ebert noted, 
seems “cheerfully assem¬ 
bled from the storage 
rooms of images we keep 
in our minds: Renaissance 
art, the pre-Raphaelites, 
greeting cards, angel 
kitsch.” The heaven in this 
film is a wonderful place 
“big enough for everyone 
to have their own private 
universe.” 

On the flipside is the 
movie’s vision of hell as a 
surreal, dark place. Best 
quote: “Hell is for those 
who don't know they're 
dead.”

O Once the internet became common in North American households moviemakers started 
coming up with new ways to promote their films © Unorthodox marketing techniques have 
helped launch unknown movies into the mainstream and boosted their box office revenues 


We’re digging deep in the 
vaults this week, going all 
the way back to 1999 to 
look at movies with viral 
buzz. 

These are films that cul¬ 
tivated a mystique about 
them, an urgent, must-see 
aura, based on 
unorthodox marketing 
methods. 

Maybe it’s a creepy web¬ 
site. Maybe it’s a few deli¬ 
cious details trickled out 
to a specific fan base. 
Maybe social media 
propels the buzz. Or 
maybe just a great title 
gets people talking. 

With Paranormal Activi¬ 
ty 2 opening this week, 
here are five movies that 
have benefited from that 
intangible but irresistible 
viral buzz.

Sure, the phenomenon 
existed long before this 
horror movie came out 
last year, but this is a film 
that really capitalized on 
the power of Twitter and 
cheap online promotion, 
that rode a wave of excit¬ 
ed, instantaneous word- 
of-mouth. 

The movie itself had a 
pretty simple concept: It 
created the sensation 
that we were watching 
actual home video, shot 
in a bedroom overnight 
to capture whatever de¬ 
mon was haunting its 
young, female hero. 

It only cost about 
$10,000 to make, opened 
in just a few theatres at 
first to generate even 
more curiosity, and went 
to gross nearly $108 mil¬ 
lion. Hence, a year later, 
we have a sequel. 



THE BLAIR 
WITCH PROJECT 

1999 

The mother of them all. 
Just saying the words 
“Blair Witch" serves as an 
instant shorthand: 

People know exactly 
what you mean. 

The gimmick, in case 
you've forgotten, is that 
we were supposedly 
watching the real, final 
footage of a trio of 
friends who entered the 
woods to make a 
documentary about the 
legendary Blair Witch. 
They shot every moment 
and every movement 
they made — including 
their last. 

A debut at the 
Sundance Film Festival 
kicked off the talk. 
Unknown actors played 
the three characters, fur¬ 
thering the possibility 
that this was all authen¬ 
tic. A website pushed the 
idea that this was legiti¬ 
mate, adding to the eeri¬ 
ness. The movie made 
nearly $141 million; a 
year later, though, the se¬ 
cret was out and the hype 
was gone, and the 
sequel, Book of Shadows: 
Blair Witch 2, only made 
about $26 million. 



CLOVERFIELD 

2008 


Excitement for this 
thriller built in 
increments, but it was un¬ 
deniable. The trailer, with 
its image of the Statue of 
Liberty's severed head 
bouncing down a 
Manhattan street, creat¬ 
ed huge buzz online and 
at Comic-Con. 

The title gave away 
nothing — it's just the 
name of a street near 
producer J.J. Abrams' Los 
Angeles office, a code 
word the filmmakers 
used to keep the project 
under wraps — but it 
stuck, adding even more 
mystery. And the premise 
was tailor-made for the 
YouTube generation: a 
monster attack on New 
York City as seen entirely 
from the perspective of a 
partygoer's hand-held 
video camera. Plus, direc¬ 
tor Matt Reeves' film hap¬ 
pened to be a lot of fun, 
and it went on to make a 
respectable $80 million. 



AQUA TEEN 
HUNGER FORCE 
COLON MOVIE 
FILM FOR 
THEATERS 
2007 

Most people probably 
hadn't heard of the ani¬ 
mated series Aqua Teen 
Hunger Force which airs 
on Cartoon Network's 
late-night Adult Swim 
lineup, and provided the 
basis for this movie. 

It follows the 
intentionally Dadaist ad¬ 
ventures of a wad of 
hamburger meat, a milk¬ 
shake and a container of 
fries who share a 
rundown New Jersey 
tract house. The promo¬ 
tion included blinking, 
Lite-Brite-style 
renderings of alien char¬ 
acters known as the 
Mooninites, which were 
placed in major cities na¬ 
tionwide. In most places, 
no one thought twice 
about them. In Boston, 
they were viewed as a po¬ 
tential terrorist threat, 
forcing the closure of 
bridges and roadways. It 
might not have helped at 
the box office, where the 
movie made only about 
$5.5 million. But it got 
folks talking. 



SNAKES ON A 
PLANE 

2006 

Snakes on a Plane (2006): 
It's exactly what you 
think: a thriller about 
snakes ... on a plane. Just 
the title alone promised a 
campy good time, a 
throwback to star- 
studded disaster action 
pictures like the 1970s 
Airport movies. 

Adding to the fun, 
fans who saw the movie 
early urged the filmmak¬ 
ers to keep a crucial 
Samuel L. Jackson line in 
the script with a particu¬ 
larly colourful 12-letter 
word — and they got 
their wish. It's a hugely 
crowd-pleasing moment, 
and watching the movie 
with a giant crowd was 
the best way to do it. 

But people talked 
about the movie more 
than they actually went 
to see it. Snakes on a 
Plane opened at No. 1 
with nearly $14 million 
but only went on to make 
$34 million — which is a 
shame, because this was 
one hell of a ride.

Breakout rapper K'naan, 
who is on tour promoting 
his latest album, Trouba¬ 
dour, talked in a recent in¬ 
terview about Somalia’s 
influence on his work. 

Is it ever overwhelming be¬ 
ing the voice of Somalia? 

It's only overwhelming 
when I pause to think 
about it. But subconscious¬ 
ly it's just something that 
must be done. I don't real¬ 
ly have the time to be over¬ 
whelmed by something 
that must be done. ... 
(Though) sometimes I'd 
rather just make music 
and not really have to 
come to an entire people's 
defence. 

Did you ever think about just 
rapping and perhaps down¬ 
playing your Somalian 
connection? 

I didn't set out to represent 
anything, I set out to fix 
my own problems. By writ¬ 
ing those things in a sense 
it became that I'm writing 
about Somalia, because 
there's no way to represent 
my life in an honest way 
without the conflicts in So¬ 
malia. 

You did a new version of your 
hit song Wavin' Flag for a Co¬ 
ca-Cola campaign for the 
World Cup, which got some 
people upset. 

The strange thing about 
that criticism is that the 
song is there. The one they 
love is there. I'm very hap¬ 
py about that choice be¬

Do you feel that the world 
has forgotten about Somalia? 

I understand why. I under¬ 
stand the silence why. The

'90s and now is that Soma¬ 
lia broke America's heart 
in the '90s, that's literally 
what happened. After So¬ 
malia, it's the reason why 
America did not go in to 
mediate in Rwanda. The 
result is a million people 
died.

our lives.” 

Well, if that's the case, 
one might expect the new 
music the band eventually 
conjures up to be pretty 
upbeat. 

After nearly a decade of 
recording, the quartet fi¬ 
nally broke through with 
their most recent collec¬ 
tion of nimble, super- 
svelte pop tunes. 

On the strength of a 
craclcerjaclc performance 
on Saturday Night Live and 
the flawless singles 1901 
and Lisztomania, Phoenix 
not only earned wide¬ 
spread critical acclaim - 
landing in the top 10 of 
year-end album lists from 
Time Magazine, Rolling 
Stone, Spin and Pitchfork - 
but also won a Grammy 
Award for best alternative 
album. 

Now, Phoenix is in the 
last phase of a nearly 18- 
month victory lap, with a 
show tonight in Montreal 
and on Friday in Toronto 
following a performance at 
Madison Square Garden in 
New York. 

Of course, that sort of 
success also breeds lofty 
expectations for the band's 
next move. But Brancowitz 


says the group doesn't feel 
slowed by the weight of ex¬ 
ternal pressure. 

“To tell you the truth, 
no,” he said. “Because the 
last album we did, really, 
we thought it was a bizarre 
album that nobody would 
like. So I think we'll try to 
make an even weirder al¬ 
bum, in our opinion, and 
maybe it's going to be a 
bigger success.” 

“Do you know what I 
mean? It's really when we 
thought that we made it 
the most personal and 
strange, bizarre record, 
that it reached the most 
people. So, for us, it's a 
good sign to do it this 
way.” 

“So it's no pressure. 
Well I mean, there's lots of 
pressure, but it's the pres¬ 
sure with ourselves.” 

The band plans to begin 
work on a new album after 
completing the remainder 
of their tour. 

Brancowitz says they're 
scouting places to record 
at the moment. 

Listeners might believe 
that Phoenix's recording 
process is as spontaneous 
and carefree as their ebul¬ 
lient, weightless soft-pop. 

That isn't the case. 

“The process is very 
painful actually,” Bran¬ 
cowitz said. “But it's like, 
when you're sculpting, it's 
veiy long and in the end 
you don't imagine it was a 
big block of stone, you 
know? But we will remem¬ 
ber the block of stone.”

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Harrison not ready to retire 


O Steelers linebacker returns to practice after threatening to quit over NFL’s crackdown on dangerous hits 


That retirement talk by 
James Harrison didn’t last 
nearly long enough for 
some NFL quarterbacks. 

The three-time Pro 
Bowl linebacker resumed 
practising Thursday with 
the Pittsburgh Steelers, 
one day after threatening 
to retire because of the 
NFL’s stricter enforce¬ 
ment of dangerous hits. 

Harrison was fined 
$75,0000 US on Tuesday 
for a helmet hit on Cleve¬ 
land Browns receiver Mo- 
hamed Massaquoi, 

making him one of three 
NFL players fined at least 
$50,000 for flagrant hits 
last weekend. On 
Wednesday, NFL commis¬ 
sioner Roger Goodell fol¬ 
lowed up the fines by 
releasing a memo empha¬ 
sizing significant penal¬ 
ties will be imposed upon 
players who strike an op¬ 
ponent in the head or 
neck in violation of exist¬ 
ing rules. 

Harrison, arguing the 
restrictions won’t allow 
him to play football as 
he’s always played it, met 
with coach Mike Tomlin 
on Wednesday to discuss 


the changes. Tomlin de¬ 
cided to give Harrison a 
cooling-off day and sent 
him home from practice. 

Harrison’s teammates 
didn’t take his threat to 
retire seriously, saying he 
enjoys playing too much 
to quit during the second 
season of a $51.2-million 
contract. Harrison agreed 
with that in a statement 
issued by the team. 

“I have come to the de¬ 
cision that I cannot and 
will not let the league of¬ 
fice stop me from playing 
the game that I love,” 
Harrison said. 

Harrison did not talk 
to reporters before or af¬ 
ter practice. The team 
said the statement would 
be his only comments. 

“I will continue to play 
the game with the same 
passion, intensity and fo¬ 
cus with which I have al¬ 
ways played and let the 
chips fall where they 
may,” Harrison said. 

“I have never given up, 
quit or walked away from 
anything in my life and I 
am not about to start 
now.” 
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United looks to move on 

O Club seeks to prove it’s still a powerhouse, even if top player wants out 


As Wayne Rooney plots a 
route out of Manchester 
United, the rest of the 
squad will want to prove 
they can cope without the 
disgruntled striker and 
have the quality to regain 
the Premier League tro¬ 
phy. 

The 18-time champion 
go to Stoke on Sunday for 
its first league game since 
Rooney went public with 
his desire to leave. 

The team is also trying 
to end a streak of three 
straight league draws, hav¬ 
ing fallen five points be¬ 
hind leader Chelsea. 

Rooney told chief exec¬ 
utive David Gill last week 
that he wanted to leave 
the club he joined in 2004 
after failing to get assur¬ 
ances it would spend heav¬ 
ily on top-class players in 
future transfer windows. 

But even with Rooney 
looking likely to leave, 
manager Sir Alex Ferguson 
has been quick to reassure 
the other players — and 
fans — that the future is 
bright at Old Trafford. 

“The structure of the 
club is good — we have 
the right staff, the right 
manager, a brilliant chief 
executive,” Ferguson said. 


G’day, Rooney? 

► It might be tongue-in- 
cheek, but one former 
England football star says 
he's trying to talk Wayne 
Rooney into coming to 
Australia. 

► Robbie Fowler, a former 
England striker and 
Liverpool star during the 
height of his career, said 
Thursday he spoke to 
Manchester United 
forward Rooney about 
joining the A-League's 
Perth Glory during a recent 
two-week holiday in 
Britain. 

“There is not a thing 
wrong with Manchester 
United ... We still have 
that fantastic romance, 
and respect from eveiy- 
one.” 

With Rooney already 
sidelined with an injury, 
United secured a 1-0 victo- 
xy over Turkish champion 
Bursaspor on Wednesday 
to stay top of its Champi¬ 
ons League group. 

The goal came from 
Nani — one of the players 
Ferguson has been nurtur¬ 
ing since signing the 23- 
year-old winger three 


years ago. 

The manager stressed 
that his policy has long 
been to buy young talent 
and then develop them in 
the club, rather than 
spend heavily on players 
who have already become 
stars. 

“To maintain the suc¬ 
cess at any club is not a 
certainty,” the 68-year-old 
Ferguson said. “I always 
believe a four-year cycle is 
the most you can achieve. 
Very few teams can go be¬ 
yond that. 

“We realized some time 
ago that Ryan Giggs, Paul 
Scholes and Gaiy Neville 
were not going to last for¬ 
ever. Therefore our policy 
is to develop footballers in 
the place.” 

In fact, even after 
Rooney joined United in 
2004, Ferguson recalled 
there were doubts in his 
own squad about the Ever- 
ton recruit's quality. 

“A player said to me 
Wayne Rooney and Cris- 
tiano Ronaldo were not 
good enough and he was¬ 
n’t prepared to wait,” Fer¬ 
guson said. “That is the 
problem with potential — 
people don’t identify po¬ 
tential. We are very good 


at it. I have identified it all 
my life. I know potential. I 
know where it can be de¬ 
veloped and how to devel¬ 
op it. I have faith in it. 

“That is what this club 
is about.” 

Ferguson was planning 
to meet Gill to discuss 
what to do about the 24- 
year-old Rooney, who still 
has 20 months remaining 
on his Old Trafford con¬ 
tract. 

Rooney had celebrated 
a hat trick of Premier 
League titles until Chelsea 
— now a possible destina¬ 
tion for the England strik¬ 
er — regained the trophy 
in May by a single point. 

While Chelsea had ap¬ 
peared to be cruising to¬ 
ward a successful title 
defence, a draw at Aston 
Villa last weekend left it 
just two points ahead of 
Manchester City, which 
won at Blackpool. 

Liverpool, meanwhile, 
goes into Sunday’s home 
match against Blackburn 
having won just one of its 
eight league matches. On¬ 
ly a superior goal differ¬ 
ence is keeping the 
18-time champions out of 
last place in the standings.
